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According to the National Agricultural Statistics Service in Mississippi, there were 2.1 days suitable for fieldwork for the week 
ending Sunday, October 29, 2006. Due to the rainfall last week, harvesting activities for most farm operators have been delayed. 
Pastures are responding well to the damp conditions. Armyworms are dissipating due to the cooler, wet environment. Soil moisture 
was rated 1 percent very short, 2 percent short, 47 percent adequate, and 50 percent surplus.
